He has written more than 
one book on the subject. His latest is 
“ Behaviorism.” 

In this book he almost takes the posi-

| troduction to some comment on the 12th 


and last chapter in this book. 

That chapter deals with that phase of 
behavior called “ personality.” The part 
of the chapter commented on is the last 
pages—those dealing with sick person- 
alities. One of the headings is: “ Are 
There Such Things as Menta! Diseases?” 
He almost says that such commonly 
called mental diseases as psychopathic 
personality, psychopathic inferiority, de- 
mentia precox, paranoia, maniac de- 
pressive insanity, functional psychoses, 
schizophrenia, and functional neuroses 
do not exist in a proper sense.

They are the results of faulty train- 
ing, efroneous training, and what some 
people would call no training, or lack 
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really are, Far more important is the fact that the 
foreign offices are busy negotiating.

We are not approving 
the “murder” of the “peaceful” students who’ 
were raising hades in Shanghal,.ag we are not 
provided with all the facts, but encouraging a 
communist, anti-foreign rising in China at a safe 
distance of some thousands of miles seems to us 
a sort of uplift without any discoverable brains 
of any kind. The communist dogmas do not hap- 
pen ‘to be Mr. Bryan's, but they seem to us about 
as remote from the realities of this world and its 
human nature as his are, and from the viewpoint 
of those realities, are expression of a sort of up- 
lift as lacking in discoverable brains of any kind.
